STATEMENT ACCOMPANYING APPLICANTS' 
SUPPLEMENTAL REISSUE DECLARATION UNDER 37 C.F.R. 1.175 

This Supplemental Reissue Declaration Under 37 C.F.R. 1.175 is being filed with 
the Patent Office to correct inadvertent deficiencies with the previous Reissue Declaration 
Under37 C.F.R. 1.1 75 filed on September 30, 1999. These inadvertent deficiencies were 
outlined in an August 7, 2000 action by the PTO. A response to this action was due on 
October 7, 2000, however applicants' petition for a one-month extension of time under 37 
C.F.R. 1.136(a) is enclosed with these documents. 

In the PTO's August 7 action, the Senior Legal Advisor, Special Program Law 
Office, dismissed Applicants' petition under Rule 1.47(a), filed September 30, 1999, 
seeking permission to file an application when an inventor refuses to sign or cannot be 
reached. 



The reason for the dismissal, according to the Patent Office Official, was that the 
declaration named three inventors and all three signed. Consequently in order to enter the 
Rule 47(a) petition, the Patent Office required a declaration naming all four inventors 
including the non-signing inventor, at which point the Rule 47(a) petition would be proper. 

Applicants were required to submit (1) a petition under Rule 1.48(a) to correct 
inventorship to add the non-signing inventor and (2) a corrected declaration naming all four 
inventors. After a phone conference with the PTO Official, the Official determined that, 
because Rule 1 .48(a) is not applicable to reissue applications, Applicants need only submit 
a supplemental declaration naming all four inventors and a statement of how the 
inadvertent error occurred. 

The original declaration included the names of inventors Blascezc, Wood, and 
Soriano, and mistakenly excluded inventor Walsh, who refused to execute the declaration. 
Although not naming Mr. Walsh, albeit mistakenly, the previous declaration did, however, 
in attached papers accompanying the declaration, outline the fact that there are, indeed, 
four inventors. In addition, those papers outlined the facts surrounding Mr. Walsh's refusal 
to sign. In accordance with the PTO's suggestion, Applicants submit this supplemental 
declaration naming all four inventors to correct the inadvertent errors in the previous 
declaration.
